1 . Applicant's discussed their position that the teachings of Watson et al. and Reno et al. did not lead one to amve at 
the composition of matter as recited by Examiner in the Office Action dated January 1 1 , 2005. 

2. Applicant specifically pointed to the language in Reno et aL that stated that non-specific attachment may result in a 
decrease of activity. 

3. Applicant also pointed out that there is no specific teaching of functionalizing graphite with a protein with functional 
binding capabilities. 

4. Applicant argued that in claim 82, there was no possibility of a protein being bound to the graphitic particle used 
therein because the method used to prepare the particles would destroy any proteins bound to the graphitic carbon. 

5. Examiner's position was that the teachings of Watson et al. and Reno et al. render a fibrin binding protein 
functionalized with a graphitic containing FMKe label would have been obvious. 

6. Examiner also expressed New Matter concerns about the language added by Applicants in the amendments filed 
September 20, 2004 wherien the particles are said to bind "directly" to fibrin. 

7. Examiner's agreed to consider Applicant's arguments and return the phone call on March 17, 2005.
